DEATH OF TO BOYS 


IS STILL A MYSTERY 


Coroner's Jury at Hastings Says 


Lads Were 
Supposedly 


Killed by Train 


No. 6. 


HASTINGS, Neb., June 7. — Per- 


sistently refusing to yield its secret of 
the tragedy that 
took place in the 


night, the lonely stretch of track and 
surrounding country where the man- 
gled bodies of Ira Nabower and Leo 
Saddler were found Sunday, still close- 
ly guards its mystery. 


After considering all the evidence 


the county attorney was able to lay be- 
ofre them, the jury, impanelled to de- 
cide, failed to state anything beyond 
a supposition. 


The jury's supposition, worded in 


the verdict, is that the two boys came 
to their death by being struck by a 
train, and that that train is designated 
as number 6. 


The jurors listened intently to the 


testimony of Melvin Guinn of Hast- 
ings. Saddler told him on Saturday- 
night that some fellows in Kenesaw 
had'been "raising hell" with their bus- 
iness in Kenesaw and that they were 
going to clean that up. 


"I asked him what the nature of the 


trouble was," Guinn said, "but he re- 
fused to discuss it, but told me I would 
know it later. 


"I insisted," Guinn testified, "that 


they should not jump .a train for Ken- 
esaw, and they told me they wouldn't 
take any chances." 
S. J. Young, gneral boiler foreman 


of the C., B. & Q. at Lincoln, testified 
that he had been ordered to make an 
inspection of locomotive 7004, which 
was pulling No. 6 on Sunday morning, 
and that he found some hair and some 
blood.

MADISON, Wis., June 7.—The Wis- 


consin assembly, striking the first 
western blow at absolute prohibition, 
today approved the Tucker bill to re- 
peal the state dry enforcement law 
and sent it to engrossment. 


The vote of approval was 47 to 43. 
The repealer will be placed on the 


assembly calendar for next Wednes- 
day when a vote on final passage in 
the lower hcuse will be taken. In the 
meantime prohibition forces will mob- 
ilize to attempt its death in the sen- 
ate. 
They will probably attempt to 


enlist the "moral support" of Senator 
Robert M. LaFollette and Governor 
Elaine by convincing them it is too 
drastic. 
Assemblyman Tucker, Milwaukee
